All across these farm lands of 
ours and in many of our small 
cities the water is alkaline or 
filled with lime and other min- 
eral solutions. No skin can be 
subjected to such water for any 
great length of time without 
suffering—yet soap and water 
are the best cleansers for the 
skin and you must use them. 
There are two things that you 
must do—first catch every drop 
of pure, soft raim water that you 
can and use it for washing your 
face and for your shampoos. For 
bathing and’ for Washing your 


hands, use borax or some other 
commercial water softener in 
your pump water. 

I promised to tell you about 
the evening beauty routine, did- 
n't I? Begin the evening routine 
with a scalp massage and a swift, 
thorough brushing of your hair. 
What was it your grandmother 
used to. say — one hundred 
strokes? Well, maybe you do not 
need quite a hundred strokes, 
but you do need a lot of brush- 
ing to keep your hair healthy 


and lustrous. 


\Brushing removes all the dust 
your 
hair catches during the“day. It 
stumulates the normal action of 
the oil glands in the scalp and 
it distributes-that oi: down the 
length of each hair keeping it 
soft and polished and preventing 
dryness or breaking. Brush with 
long, vigorous strokes. under- 
neath your hair and up. first, 
and then up and back. Finally 
brusn yqur hair into place and 


Pin it away from your forehead 
and neck so it will not interfere 


with your cleansing. 

Do your hair brushing 
since there are bits of dust and 
cead skin from the scalp that 
drop down onto the forehead and 
reck, and should be removed 
from your skin when it gets its 
thoroygh cleansing. 

Now take a basin of rain water, 
a wash cloth or soft complexion 
brush and a bar of bland soap, 
and scrub your face, neck, arms 
and hands theroughly, working 
a stiff lather into the pores. If 
you haven’t the facilities for a 
quick, easy bath, thcn take a 
sponge bath after cleansing ycur 
face. Have the wash cloth sop- 
Ping wet and well soaped. Then 
rinse thoroughly, and end by 
slapping your face, throat and 
chest with very cold water. 


If your skin is the type that is 
inclined to be dry. apply an all- 
purpose cream, smoothing and 
patting it into the skin with 
light up-and-out massage move- 
ments that will keep your skin 
taut and: smooth. After this 
application of cream, some wo- 
rnen like to dip their fingertips 
in very warm water and repeat 
the movement. This hastens the 
absorption of the cream or oil. 
After ten minutes, wipe away 
any cream that is not absorbed 
and finish by splashing the skin 
with very cold water or by going 
Over it with a pad of cotton 
dipped in-a mild skin tonic. 

While you are*waiting for the 
ten minutes to elapse, work a 
little of the cream into your 
hands and especially around your 
cuticles. Push the cuticles gently 
back with a soft towel o: with 
an orange stick tipped with cot- 
ton. Use a pair of sharp scissors 
and snip away any torn bits of 
cuticle that might cause hang 
nails. A touch of salve or a bit 
of nail polish touchec to the 
stop will often prevent the skin 
from tearing farther. 

These brief beauty steps should 
not take you more than twenty 
minutes altogether, but they will 
insure your loveliness for years 
tc come,

SUMMER MEALS 
EASY TO MAKE

ULY is an exciting month for 
the homemaker — it provides 
such a variety of new fresh 
things for delightful meals. 
There are many ways to use the 
new thiugs in meals that are 
light and in others that are sub- 
stantial. Summer meals should 
all include plenty of cold foods, 
crisp salads. fresh fruits and cool 
beverages. Yct every meal should 
include at least one hot dish, 
«nd I suggest that you let your 
Oven make that contribution in 
the form of hot muffins, biscuits, 
casserole dishes, meat or vege- 
table puffs or cookies that come 
to the table warm and fragrant. 
The luncheons given above are 
extremely simple, yet they are 
so well balanced and attractive 
that you would be proud to place 
them before your bridge club or 
extra guests.. Both the entree 
and the dessert in the first menu 
are contributed by your oven. 
Use a cookie sheet for browning 
the meat puffs, for biscuits and 
for cookies if you want them to 
bake quickly and to bruwn even- 
ly on all sides. 
Corned Beef Puffs 


To make the meat puffs. beat 


two egg yolks until light and two 
egg whites until very stiff. Mash 
two and one-half cups of canned 
or homemade corned beef hash 
with a fork until it is finely 
crumbled then fold in the eggs 
and mix thoroughly. Drop by 
spoonfuls onto a greased baking 
sheet and bake in a broiling oven 
or very hot oven until light and 
evenly browned. Serve with a 
sauce made from one-half cup of 
catsup, one-fourth cup boiling 
water and two tabiespoons of 
fiuely chopped sweet pickle. 
Garnish the puffs with parsley 
sprigs and serve immediately 
with a few potato chips on each 
plate. 
Dutch Peach Cake 

The dessert takes advantage of 
the luscious peaches that are 
coming in from the South. Sift 
and measure two cups of flour 
then sift again with three tea- 
spoons of tartrate baking powder 
or two and one-half teaspoons of 
phosphate baking powder, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon cinnamon and two 
tublespoons sugar.,Cut or rub in 
cne-fourth cup shortening. Mix 
together one egg and one cup of 
milk, beat weil and add to the 
dry ingredients. Stir quickly and 
turn into a well greased pan. 
Cover the cake with quartered, 
peeled, fresh peaches and sprink- 
te generously with cinnamon and 
sugar. Bake in a moderate oven 
until done. Serve with cream. 

Molded Crab Salad 

To make molded crab-meat 
Selad, soften two tablespoons 
gelatin in ,one-fgurth cup water, 
then dissolve it in one-fourth cup 
ef boiling water.

The Fighting Chetwodes 
Carry On... Albania’s 
Marriage Feuds 


ORE than five centuries ago, 

when Richard of tne Lion 
Heart rode to the Crusades, a 
Chetwode of Chetwode went 
with him. For that service he 
was knighted by his king. Yet 
the ideal for which he fought 


remained wrifulSited until 1617 
when Gr Philip Cactwode, at 


the head of his cavalry, rode 
into Jerusalem which he had 
helped deliver from the Turks. 


Today we are concerned with 
this little, red-haired cavalry 
leader. who in the early days of 
the World War smashed the 
German Uhkans and who now 
guarantees England’s peace in 
India and guards her sxemote 
frontiers in Asia. Sir Philip Wal- 
house Chetwode is the fighting 
member of a fighting family. 

Although Sir Philip comes of 
an old fighting family his ideas 
ou warfare are most modern. 
Great Britain’s problem in India 
is one of mobility and Sir Philip 
is a great believer in mobility. 
‘The next war,” he has frequent- 
ly said. ‘will be one of maneuv- 
ers, not of position.” 

Educated at Eton, where he 
niade a reputation as an athlete 
as well as a scholar, Sir Philip, 
the seventh man to hold the 
Chetwode baronetcy, entered the 
army by joining Queen Alexan- 
dria’s Own Royal Hussars, a 
fi.mous British cavalry regiment, 
when he was twenty years old. 
His father was Lieut. Colonel Sir 
George Chetwode, a hero of the 
Crimean War. Sir Philip made 
sure that the military tradition 
of his family would be preserved 
by marrying Hester Stapleton- 
Cotton, the daughter of another 
krominent soldier Colonel Rich- 
ard Stapleton-Cotton. 

Winning many honors in the 
Boer War, Sir Philip st#ged one 
cf the rare cavalry charges at 
Cerizy in the World War. He 
wrote home. “We went through 
the Uhlans like brown paper.” In 
1916 he was transferred to Egypt 
where his talents as cavalry 
leader could have wider play. He 
took command of the Desert 
Mounted Corps and won distinc- 
tion by a decisive surprise attack 
at Rafah which resulced in free- 
ing Sinai from the Turks. 

When Allenby took supreme 
command in Asia Minor, he 
based his campaign on. Sir 
Philip’s plans. The latter played 
a distinguished part in the ad- 
vance on Jerusalem, and when 
the Holy City had fallen, Allen- 
by declared the victory was 
largely due to Sir Philip’s strat- 
egy and tactical skill.

OME years ago when King 

Zogu of Albania broke his 
engagement to marry, he took a 
step which has caused many 
violent family feuds among his 
people. It also brought to mind 
the old marriage customs of the 
Albanians. 


Albania’s social customs are as 
unique as the country itself. 
They have retained their ancient 
customs with a certain jealous 
tenacity. Centuries of foreign in- 
vasions have not done much to 
alter the soul of the people. 

Still, some of their customs 
have been jolted a little and 
among the first to do violence 
against them was King Zogu 
himself. While he was a staunch 
believer in preserving the cher- 
ished traditions of his country, 
he was compelled, for reasons of 
State, to break his engagement. 


Now breaking an engagement 
in Albania is a serious offense, 
Feuds of the most violent sort 
have sprung up as a result and 
cften entire families have been 
wiped out. Owing to the devas- 
tating effects of betrothal] feuds, 
engagements have now taken a 
hew aspect. It used to he the 
custom to have infant engage- 
ments. But a large proportion of 
these early promises became 
very costly. Either the boy turned 
out to be a bad offshoot of the 
family tree, or else tne girl did 
not come up to expectations, 
Then one party withdrew his 
early pledge and the offended 
party started a feud. To do away 
with this, wise parents have 
gradually abandoned infant be- 
trothals.
